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Continuation of 2. NOTE: In response to the argument of the rejection of claim 20: It is argued that Wiener does not disclose weaving 
multiple bundles with both structural fibers and optical fibers together. Wiener does teach this limitation. Wiener teaches a printed 
circuit board (Figs. 1-7, column 7 lines 22-24) comprising a matrix material comprising layers of warp strand fibers (10A-D) and layers of 
woof strand fibers (11A-D) both of which can be fiberglass (column 5 line 3), optical fibers (12A-F) integrated and embedded in a non- 
random grid (column 6 lines 52-53) with the matrix materials by being woven in between the strand layers (Fig. 1 for example) and held 
together by a resin (column 5 lines 32-34, column 6 line 60), forming a bundled layer. The printed circuit board is formed by forming the 
above structure and curing the stacked layers (column 6 lines 53-58) together using the resin that is impregnated into the structure. The 
board may then have added plurality of layers of components add to it (Fig. 7, column 7 lines 39-53). As further evidence, Fig. 4 shows 
two bundles of material (51 , 53), each having structural fibers (warp and woof strands) and optical fibers that are woven together two 
form two seperable patterns, but at the same time prevents the structure from unraveleing (column 7 lines 1-10). 

In response to the argument of the rejection of claim 26: It is argued that Wilkinson does not disclose an opticla fiber not woven into 
either first or second layers. Wilkinson does teach that the optical fiber (12) is interwoven with fabric fibers (18), but this does not mean 
that the optical fiber is woven into the fabric fibers. Each circular element in Fig. 1 is a woven fiber layer. The fiber is not woven into 
these layers, the fiber is interwoven with the woven layers and therefore teaches the claimed limitations.
